DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Trrm—Ellen L. Stark, Teacher. In spite of inex- 
perience, and other obstacles in the way of this teacher's suc- 
cess, she taught a good school. Rebellious scholars were made 
to obey the existing powers, if they did not respect them. 

Winter TerM—George W. Currier, Teacher. Mr. Currier 
sustained his former well-earned reputation as a successful 
teacher. ‘The instruction was thorough and practical, and if 
some scholars did not make good improvement it was not the 
teacher’s fault. The classes generally reflected much credit 
both on themselves and the teacher. B. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. | 

SuMMER ‘TeERM—H. Hila Rowell, Teacher. At the first visit 
made to this school, appearances were unfavorable, but at the 
last there was a marked and very favorable change. At the re- 
view the classes gave evidence of good improvement. 

Winter TermM—H. Harvey Edmunds, Teacher. ‘This school 
is one of the best in town in every important point. The teach- 
er possessed tact, energy and judgment, in a superior degree. 
His services received the warm approbation ofthe District.

The Com- 
mittee, not having seasonable notice of the close of this school, it 
was visited but once, but from the indications seen at our first 
visit we have no doubt that this was a good school. P. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. 

SUMMER AND WintTER 'TERM—Melissa A. Greene, Teacher. 
Good order and general correctness of deportment were the 
characteristics of this school. The scholars were diligent in 
study, and the teacher was unremitting in her endeavors 4o ad- 
vance the interests of her pupils. P. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

SUMMER AND WINTER ‘TERM — Hattie M. Tucker, Teach- 
er. Very fair improvement was made by most of the schol- 
ars in the summer school. ‘The teacher found it hard to gov- 
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enough to sscure first-class teachers for long terms, and with 
better accommodations in all respects. We believe that in the 
course of a few years it would prove a saving in money, while 
the good results would be apparent to all. 

TO PARENTS. 

Many parents seem to forget that they have anything to do 
except to provide teachers for their children, and then if-it suits 
their fancy, find all possible fault with the teacher’s -manage- 
ment. Many of our schools, which otherwise might be success- 
ful, are greatly injured by officcous meddling on the part of pa- 
rents. It often happens that the child becomes disaffected with 
the teacher on account of some real or zmaginary wrong; com- 
plaint is made at home, and the parent at once takes side with 
the child against the teacher. 

But few teachers will be disposed to wrong their scholars. 
Better disgountenance this tattling propensity of your children, 
and let them see that you are in favor of good order, and that 
so far as you are concerned the teacher is to be sustained in its 
enforcement. If you in any way allow your children to receive 
the impression that they are to. have their own way in school, 
you may be assured they will soon do as they please at home, 
and by and by will become disloyal members of society. 

We believe that our schools generally are improving, yet many 
of them are not what they would be were it not for frequent ab- 
sences and habitual tardiness on the part of so many of the 
scholars. ‘The average attendance during the year has been a 
little less than .77 of the whole number, so that nearly one- 
fourth of all the school privileges of the town have been lost. 
Whispering is becoming in some of our schools so uncommon as 
to be regarded among the things that were, but are not. We 
hope this may soon be said of them all. 

As fault has been found with the Committee for not allowing 
the introduction of new text books, we would call the attention 
of those interested, to an Act of the Legislature, approved July 
10, 1865, entitled, “‘ An Act regulating the introduction of text 
books into schools,” and adopted by the town at its last annual 
town meeting. Being law abiding citizens, and believing that 
majorities should rule, we have not thought it best to come in 
conflict with the plainly expressed provisions of the law,.or the 
as plainly expressed sense of the town.
